British Are Withdrawing 
From Athens; May Make 
Crete Base For Defense 


By UNITED PRESS 
The Greek campaign seemed in 
its final hours today but the pros- 
pect of new, immediate and power- 
ful American aid to Britain—pos- 
sibly North Atlantic convoys—and 
her democratic allies in large mea- 


sure offset allied military reverses. | 


The German high command re- 
ported once again a battle at Ther- 
mopaylae had been won by encircl- 
ing tactics which apparently flank- 


ed the British last-man defense 


from the rear. 


The same maneuver was used by | 
Xerxes and his Persians when they 
found themselves unable to smash | 
through the pass held by Leonidas | 


and his 300 Spartans in 480 B. C. 
Xerxes cut across the mountains 
and fell on the Spartans from the 
rear, wiping out the defenders. 

The British middle east command 
confirmed the loss of Thermopylae, 
reporting that a further withdraw- 
al had been made in Greece after 
inflicting severe casualties upon the 
German units. 

How close the German spear 
now may be to Athens was 
not revealed. Some Italian reports 
claimed the Nazis were on the out- 
skirts of the Greek capital and 
there was a feeling in Berlin that 
the entry might be made at any 
time. 

It was clear the fall of the city 
was being held off only by the des- 
perate efforts of allied rear guards 
who apparently had orders to fight 
to the last to protect the evacuation 
of as many British and Greek 
troops as possible. 

The Athens radio entered a phase 
familiar to those who had listened 
by air to the last hours of Warsaw. 
It stayed on the air, broadcasting 
military music, patriotic appeals 
and occasional general reports on 
what it called the “final and de- 
cisive battle’ now underway.
